Introduction 


Subsequent to the death in September, 1953, of our mother, 
Gertrude C. Newhall (Mrs. John Breed Newhall ), her copy of the 
Mimeograph on the Stonington Branch of the Descendants of Allen' 

Breed, was discovered, with copious notes in her handwriting 
supplementing the printed data in Volume 7 of the Mimeographs of 
the Breed Family Association. This new material, which Mrs. 

Newhall obtained by diligent study of genealogical books and by 
correspondence all over the country, was the result of many hours 
of painstaking research on her part. She was particularly care¬ 
ful to use only material from unimpeachable sources which could 
be verified. 

Mrs. Newhall was unusually qualified for this work. She 
was for many years deeply interested in genealogical research. For 
a long period of time, she was Registrar of the Brigadier General 
John Glover Chapter of the DAR. When our father, John Breed Newhall# 
was historian for the Breed Family Association, she worked closely 
with him in the compilation of fifteen Mimeographs for the Association, 
covering various lines of descent from Allenl Breed. She, herself, 
contributed a number of articles for these Mimeographs, including 
articles on the Breeds of Charlestown, Mass. (Volume 8), and the 
Breeds of Nahant, Mass. (Volume 11) . 

The original Mimeograph on the Stonington Branch covered 997 
descendants, and the fact that Mrs. Newhall subsequently brought 
the number to 1,281 gives some idea of the enormous amount of work 
involved in this project. We are sure that her interest and devotion 
will be greatly appreciated by all the members of the Association. 

Some of you may be able to add further data to this record, or may 
know of corrections that should be made. If so, the officers of the 
Association will be glad to hear from you. 

We, her children, have tried to organize her notes in the 
hope that it will comprise a permanent record which should be of 
great value to the members of the Breed Family Association, especially 
to the descendants of John3 Breed of Stonington, Connecticut. 
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Note: The number signs before the numbers in the accompanying 

compilation indicate that the name so numbered has been 
carried on into further generations.
